Communist China’s 
most famous military ‘hero, Marshal 
Chu Teh, died here yesterday, it 
was announced. He was 90. 

‘The “Yather of the People’s Lib- 
eration Army,” as he was known, 
was chairman of the National 
People's Congress — China’s rubber- 
Stump parliament — and its nearest 


mountains. ‘The Communist forces, 
pursued by Chiang Kai-shek’s troops 
for a thousands of kilometres, ended 
Bp at a new revolutionary base in 
Yenan, North China 

In 1936, Chu solidly aligned him- 
self with Mao In power struggles 
within the party. In 1937, when 
the Communists joined forces with 
Chiang’s Nationalists to fight the 
Japanese, Chu became commander 
cf the Communist forces, the Bighth 
Route Army, operating in Shansi 
province. 

Some of his troops infiltrated be- 
hind the Japanese lines in North 


China, errilla, warfare and 
catablishing, © Gases which later 
proved valuable in the civil war 
against Chiang’s troops. After the 
end of the war with Japan, Chu 
was named commander-in-chief of 
the People's Liberation He 
set up the PLA's headquarters in 
Peking in March 1949, seven months 

before Mao prociaimed the founding 
of the People’s Republic of China. 

In 1955, Mao made him a mar- 
shal, Dut he was relatively imactive 
after the post of commander-in- 
chief of the PLA wag abolished late 
im 1954 Currently, Mao officially 
serves as commander of China's 
armed forces. 

Despite his high positions, he has 
been considered more a party elder 
than a real power. 

His death robs China of another 
of its great Jeaders and leaves a 
wide gap in the aged Communist 
hierarchy. In the past 15 months 
three other elder statesmen have 
died — Premier Chou Enlai, Tung 
Pi-wu and Kang Shang.

TEL AVIV. — Half the country was 
“biacked out” y afternoon 
when a short circuit at the electric 
distribution station in Yavneh closed 
down both the Reading and Ashdod 
power stations. They were cut off 
to prevent the possibility of damage 
as a result of the short circuit. 

Electricity to Tel Aviv and all of 
Israel lying south was cut off from 
2.15 pm. until 4 pm. when the 
short circuit was repaired.

Public: awareness of the true 
extent of crime is an important 
factor in fighting law-breakers, 
Justice Minister Haim Zadok told 
the Knesset yesterday.

Terror-contact suspect 


sent back

HAIFA. — Catherine Levy, the 
balf-Jewish French woman suspect- 
ed of having had contacts with 
terrorist organizations, was deported 
on Monday afternoon on the same 
ship she arrived in a fortnight ago. 


She had been arrested immedia- 


tely upon arrival kere aboard the ἢ 


m/v Apolionia and remanded for 15 
days by the local Magistrate's Court. 
When she appealed against the de- 
tention order, it was reaffirmed by 
the District Court. 

Miss Levy, 34, was taken straight 
from the lock-up to the port and 
put on board the ship. The police 
bought her a ticket back to France, 
her local lawyer, Alt Rafa, told 
The Jerusalem Post. Also on the 
ship back to France was the car 
she had brought into israel, in 
which an empty, concealed com- 
partment had legedly been dis- 
covered. Miss Levy reportedly 
claimed that she did not know of 
the compartment’s existence, saying 
that the car had just been repaired. 

Mr, Rafa said Miss Levy had been 
told she could appeal against the 
deportation order, which was issued 
by the Interior Ministry, and she 
would consider the matter on her 
return to France, 

A French lawyer, who was sent 
by Miss Levy's father, a retired 
judge, saw her in the lock-up just

Joint Haifa University, 
Technion projects urged

HAIFA. — A “target budget” of 
ILii2m. to run the Haifa Univer- 
sity in 1976-77 was approved by 
the board of governors at yester- 
day's final session of its three-day 
annual meeting. 


‘The board also approved a IL34m. 
development budget “subject to the 
income and funds obtained.” 


This amount is to cover the 
year's spending on the construction 
of the Eshkol Tower, which will be 
the main building of the university. 
The decision to build the tower wes 
taken néarly 10 years ago by the 
city council The plan for the tower 
is based on the design of the Braz- 
fan architect Oscar Niemeyer, but 
one complication is that it cannot 
be built im successive stages, with 
costs spread over years, but must 


be completed once work is started. 

The board urged the university 
administration to plead with the 
government for a refund of cus- 
toms duty on the building equip- 
ment and material. 

At the academic leve) the board. 
urged that a summer semester be 
fully instituted (the students pro- 
posed three semesters a year, on 
the American model). Tt recom- 
mended cooperation with the Tech- 
mion “in afl disciplines where both 
istitutions maintain similar pro- 
grarames of study." 

The establishment of joint under- 
graduate and graduate programmes 
for new disciplines such as mari- 
time, shipping and port economics 
— with the help of the interested 
industries — should be considered. 
A joint committee of the Technion 
and the university should be set up 
to consider preparatory steps. 


Kupat Holim to finance 
education of dentists

TEL AVIV. — Kupat Holim plans 
to finance the medical education of 
dentists in order to substantially ex- 
pand its dentistry service, Prof. 
Haim Doron, medical director of the 
sick fund, yesterday told The Jeru- 
salem Post. The annual stipend will 
be “at least IL12,000 a year, and 
probably much more,” he said. 

The first class of about 50 to 80 
students, mainly those studying me- 
dicime abroad, especially in Italy, 
will begin their studies in Tel Aviv 
this fall. After completing three 
years of general medical studies 
abroad, they will finish their den- 
tistry studies during the next three 
years at Kupat Holim’s soon.to-open 
dentistry training centre in North 
Tel Aviv. The students will use the 
28 chairs in shifts. The staff will 
be recruited from the country’s best 
dentists. The students will be award- 
ed their doctorate degrees in den- 
tistry by Tel Aviv University. A 
mew class will start every three 


years. 

“In return for each year of fin- 
ancial help we give them, they must 
Promise to work one year in a Ku- 
pat Holim dental clinic," Prof. Do- 


The ultimate goal, he added, is a 
nationwide dental service within 
Kupat Holim offering dental ser- 
vices at substantially lower rates 
than private dentists. In some cases, 
he claimed, private dentists charge 
“five and six times as much as Ku- 
pet Holim.” At present, Kupat Ho- 
lim has 150 dental chairs manned 
by 150 dentists, bet the number of 
chairs should be increased by 30 
per cent this year. 

Asked how Kupat Holim intended 
to keep the dentists it trains “if they 
can make 500 to 600 per cent more 
if they open private clinics," Dr. 
Doron repiied that “some will cer- 
tainly leave. But we will hold on 
to a good number for a few more 
years by offering them specialized 
training.”

*Too busy with 
VAT to sweep 
the sidewalks’

TEL AVIV. — Merchants here have 
finally discovered a redeeming qua- 
lity about the Value Added Tax — 
it gave them a two-months reprieve 
from the obligation of sweeping the 
sidewalks in front of their busi- 
messes several times a day. 

No one at City Hal) could explain 
yesterday the connection between 
the tax and  sidewalk-sweeping. 
However, VAT was used as the 
reason for not implementing the re- 
cently enacted municipal ordinance 
on clean sidewalks. 

The City Executive decided on 
the postponement of at least two 
months because “the business com- 
™unity is now overburned with the 
need to adjust to the new tax sys- 
tem.” 

The ordinance, adopted in April, 
made it mandatory for businessmen 
to see that the sidewalk in front 
of their stores was swept at least 
three times a day if they were open 
until 7 p.m. If they have, later 
hours and close at midnight, the 
sidewalk must get at least five 
Sweepings a day. 

The by-law outraged merchants 
who argued that they cannot he 
heid responsible for a sidewalk used 
by many people. The law, they ar- 
gued, would make them answerable 
for the actions of every litterbug. 

Mayor Shimo Lahat insisted on 
the by-law, although his Likud fac- 
tion derives political support from 
middle-class businessmen. Although 
he vowed to implement the law re- 
gardless of pressure, VAT apparent- ἡ 
ly afforded his administration with 
an opportunity to retreat. 


100 new villages

‘U.S. navy growing; Soviet navy shrinking’

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. navy 
is growing while ‘the Soviet navy is 
now shrinking, Les 
Aspin (Democrat — Wis.) said on 
Monday in charging the U.S. navy 
with “fudging the facts” about the

Aspin, long ἃ critic of Pentagon 
budgeting in general and the ship- 
building programme in particular, 
thus added fuel to the running de- 
bate in Congress over how much 
should be appropriated this year to 
modernize the navy.

will again have more major surface

@ The U.S. “has consistently out- 
produced the Soviets in larger 
ships" such a3 destroyers and air- 
craft carriers over the last five 
years, while the Soviets have out- 
produced the U.S, in smal] ships of 
1,000 to 8,000 tons. But production 
trends have changed to the point 
that the U.S. still comes out ahead 
of the Soviet Union between 1971 
and 1975 if the large and small 
ships are added together. 
@ The Soviet Union is “still not 
even remotely a challenger” to 
the U.S. when it comes to basing 
aircraft at sea aboard carriers. 
@ Soviet navy ships spent less 
time at sea in distant oceans 
in 1975 than they did in 1970 — 
belying U.S. navy expressions of 
concern about the expanding Rus- 
sian naval presence.

THE VILLAGE of Taibe in the “Lit- 
tle Triangle" east of Netanya, where 
Israeli Arabs marched in civil 
protest this spring, has a vocational 
high school known locally as the 
“educational gar’ can.” 

Its ‘principal, Hashem Nashef, 
came, to Amal Vocational High 
School when it opened in 1969 with no 
electricity and a few poorly equipped 
workshops in a half-finished 


building. Its first students generally: 


were those unsuited to the nearby 
academic high school. Today 
parents are still reluctant to send 
their children to the school, Nashef 
says: ‘Teachers and principals 
began to use this schoo] ag punish- 
ment. ‘If you don't behave. we'll 
send you to Amal',"" 

Nashef has tried to improve the 
school's image by getting seventh 
aad cighth grade classes — and not 
only the slow ones — annexed to his 
school. But some parents have refus- 


‘ed to have their children do seventh 


and eighth grade there for fear this 


would put an “Amal stigma" on, 


their sons and daughters. 

Though the schocl now has 250 
students in the high school 
programme in three levels with 
varying academic demands, there is 
no curriculum leading to a 
matriculation exam. The prospects 
for Amal graduates are not bright. 
Some 30 girls In the fashion

are asking “what now?” Factory 
jobs are available but on the same

Many of the girls have registered 
at ORT Fashion Teachers' Colleges 
but openings there are few. Nashef 
admits that the chances of hig 
students being accepted to the 
Shenkar College of Fashion and Tex- 
tile Technology are even slimmer, 
because the level of his school is not 
sufficiently high. 

“It's bad enough that people in the 
village look down on us because we 
studied here," one girl complained. 
“Now we won't even have anywhere 
to work or study after we get our 
diplomas." 

And these girls face other 
problems. 

Siham, who started at the 
academic high school and really 
would like to be a socia} worker, 


came to. Amal at the insistence of her 
mother, who 15 a seamstress.

Nashef’s dream is a comprehen- 
sive school in which every student 
would learn a trade and take 
academic courses according to his 
abilities.

Germans pay the price 
of ‘education stress’

ἸῺ 1973, the most recent year for 
which government statistics are 
available, 517 West German 
teenagers of school age committed 
suicide, Estimates for 1974 and 1975 
are considerably higher, and this 
year is expected to be the worst yet. 

All these children were extreme 
victims of a disease, a syndrome 
haunting West Germany: 
Schulangat — fear of school, ar what 
some experts call ‘‘education 
atress."" Al it has smouldered 
for years, it has suddenly erupted as 
the numbher one public issue, 
overshadowing even the election 
campaign. fear of radicals and spies, 
and worries about the economy. 
Recently the country's two largest 
and most influential magazines, Der 
Spiegel and Siern, both devoted 
cover stories to the theme. 

While the suicide figures are 
shocking, other statistics are equally 
alarming, 

According to Munich's Academy 
of Psychoanalysis, 20 to 25 per cent 
of all West German schoolchildren 


Fifteen years ago, according to a 
Heidelberg child psychologist, less 
than elght per cent of the children 
treated in his practice showed abnor- 
mal symptoms which could have 
been ascribed to difficulties in 
school. Today it is every third child. 

Among the symptoms with neither 
Physiological nor organic causes 
which one pediaetrician has observ- 
ed in 8. to 11-year-olds are ‘intense 
stomach cramps, paroxysmal 
vomiting, chronic headaches, and 
wetting." These appeared regularly 
on schoo) days and disappeared with 
equal regularity on weekends. 
holidays, and with the start of school 
vacations. _ 

“Though the children who 
manifested these symptoms are 
average and above-average pupils 
and seemed to enjoy going to school. 
they actually suffered 2a sub- 
conscious phobia due to psy- 
chological) pressures. 

The causes for this epidemic

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classes and doing homework. The 
older the children get, the heavier 
the workload becomes: up to 57 
hours weekly. Often they are 
physically exhausted from the literal 
weight of the information. One 
father weighed the bag of books 
which his 11-year-old daughter had 
te lug about a mile to and from 
school each day. It came to five 
kilos. 

BUT THE predominant causes for 
“education stress" are the social 
and psychological pressures exerted 
by both schools and overly- 
arnbitious and demanding parents in 
what is still a highly stratified, 
though traiditionally achievement- 
oriented society. These pressures 
have collided with the general crisis 
in West German education to leave 
the youngsters as victims. 

The only ticket to a higher educa- 
tion in Germany — and through it 
status and a lifetime guarantee of a 
comfortable income — is the Gym- 
nasium, the high school, and its 
graduating diploma, the Abitur (e- 
quivalent of the Israeli ‘‘bagrut’’). 

For more thana century the Gym-~ 
nasium was restricted, by qualifying 
exams in fourth grade and by the 
social status of parents, to less than 
20 per cent of German children. But 
recent reforms in the educational 
system, such as abolition of the 
qualifying exams for nine-year-olds, 
tuition and textbaok fees, have more 
than doubled the proportion of 
echijdren now entering high schools 
and obtaining Adifur diplomas. 

To this proportional increase has 
come a virtual flood of teenagers 
born during the baby boom of the 
1950s and 1960s. 

The universities, however, did not 
keep up with the growing number of 
eligible applicants at their gates. 
Despite substantial infusions of 
public money, older Institutions have 
not expanded and too few new ones 
—a tota} of only 19 since 1960 — have 
‘been built. 

The country's 39 univeristies and 
86 other institutions of higher lear- 
ning this spring turned down 45,000 
of 80.000 applicants. By 1985 an es- 
timated 1.6 million Gymnasium 
graduates will be competing for 850,- 
000 university places. Only those 
with the highest marks — a 
minimum “B" average — are even 
ncw being admitted. As a msult,

“INTTIALLY, I found the idea of 
directing Shakespeare in a foreign 
language most attractive. When you 
‘muck around’ with Shakespeare in 
England, tt is considered almost 
sacriligious, like rearranging the Bi- 
ble. Translation, especially into a 
young language like modern 
Hebrew, solves the language 
problem, breaks the barrier, And in 
Israe} you have a far 1658 dyed-in- 
the-wool audience, with far fewer 
prejudices and preconceptions 
where most classics are concerned."" 

So says British theatre director 
Peter James, currently working 
here as a guest director at the 
Cameri Theatre, tor the third 
successive year. His first production 
here was ‘As You Like It," followed 
a year later by ‘Comedy of Errors"

ments. He also directed two short 
Pinter playa for the Camert at Tzav- 
ta, with Hanna Marron and Yossi 
Yadin.

Peter James started his career as 
a director in 1964 at the experimental 
Everyman Theatre In Liverpool.

Young Vic to work as assistant direc- 
tor with Frank Dunlop, and he is now 
permanently attached to the Cruci- 
ble Theatre in Sheffield on a nine- 
Month annual contract, ‘‘which 
leaves me three months a year for 
the Cameri."’ 

His new production here of ‘The 
Three Sisters” has a strong female 
cast, with the sisters, Olga, Masha 
and Irena played, respectively, by 
Zaharira Harifai, Gila Almagor and 
Ldora Rivlin. Tiki Dayan is cast as 
the sister-in-law, Natalia. James 
deseribes his production as ‘‘fairly 
straight Chekhov, perhaps 
somewhat less Autumnal in the first 
stages than the usual inter- 
pretation.” He is curious, he saya, to 
note audience reaction here, bearing 
in mind a mixed audience with a 
good proportion of both ‘old’ and 
“new'' immigrants of Russian 
origin. ‘In Israel, where people live 
in a constant situation of national im- 
passe, the question is really whether 
the personal problems of Chekho- 
vian characters are relevant, and 
whether we can succeed in making 
them matter to the audience." 


His second production, Equus, will 
open for a small number of perfor- 
mances at the end of July, before the 
theatre season ends for the summer, 
and continue in repertory when the 
autumn season opens. 

James feels that the play is not one 
that lends itself to any interpretation 
other than one very similar to that of 
the original Nationa! Theatre 
production four years ago, “Equus” 
tells of a young boy's highly erotic 
and emotional involvement with 
horses. It contains one scene in- 
volving nudity. As to how it will be 
received here, James said: ‘'In 
England, at the time of ‘Hair,' taking 
clothes off on the stage was a moral 
statement. Today in England, we 
have gone far past the stage where 
F.F.N. (full frontal nudity) is con- 
sidered even controversial. and it is 
an accepted part of a play. Even ina 
town 3s provincia! and conservative 
as Sheffield, we did not receive a 
single letter of complaint when we 
put on “Equus.” There must be 
something in the play — and Shaffer 
is undoubtedly a clever playmaker 
— to stifle criticism.” 

‘The question then, of course, is, 
how Tel Aviv audiences compare for 
conservatism and provinelality with 
those in Sheffield?

IN MEMORIAM 


Fighter for 
Spinoza 


AMONG the many obituary notices 
that reach newspaper offices was 
one last month of a colourful man 
whose life and work merit public 
notice. On June 8 Georg Herz 
Shikmoni died in Haifa, aged 91, A 
Zionist in action. not merely in 
words, he emigrated with his family 
from Germany in 1924, worked in his 
trade, the operation of farm 
- machinery, and then joined the firm 
of engineer Josef Loewy, who 
reclaimed the swamps of the Haifa 
Bayside area. 

In 1927 he imported 26 watchdogs 
and distributed them to outlying 
settlements. He was the first man to 
realize their potential. In 1933 he was 
one of the founders of Hitachdut Olei 
Germania and worked voluntarily 
for it for several years. Then he held 
gatherings at his home for young 
People to get training In building 
Sliders in response to a Haganah 
need. Forty years ago he urged the 
eonversion of foreign family names 
into Hebrew and changed his own 
from Herz to Shikmont. 

In 1940 Shikmoni began to study 
Spinoza's philosophy and became so 
enthralled that in 1950 he founded a 
Spinoza Society 1n Halfa which he 
called Spinozaeum. He lectured, 
organized symposia, wrote and urg- 
ed the repeal of the rabbinical ban 
imposed hy the rabbis of Amsterdam 
on Spinoza for his heretical views. 

The most giorious day in 
Shikmoni’s life was the arrival of 2 
book brought by 8 friend — a copy of 
“Tractatus ‘Theologico-Politicus,” 
with annotations in Spinoza‘s 
handwriting. The book was saved 
from destruction in Koenigsberg in 
1945 where it was found in & gutter. 
Until his death the 91-year-old 
Shikmoni tried to prevail on the 
authorities to celebrate the 300th an- 
niversary of Spinoza's death next 
February.

THE NOW FULLY exposed guilt of their Ugandan accomplice 
has tended to somewhat overshadow the French airbus hijack- 
ers’ own original crime. “ 

This in itself is highly unfortunate. But far worse is the 
attempt now in process to ‘absolve the Palestine terrorist 
movement in its entirety of direct responsibility for the mon- 
strous deed, and to pin the blame instead on ἃ small band of 
professional terrorists who specialize in air piracy. 

The Entebbe kidnapping, it is being suggested, was the 
private enterprise, so to speak, of a minor extremist group, 
headed by a Dr. Wadie Haddad, which had “splintered off" 
Dr. George Habash's Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, which in turn had broken with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization ied by Yasser Arafat. What is most discon- 
certing, perhaps, ig that this blatantly false version of the 
Uganda events should appear, however unintentionally, to 
carry the endorsement of some official sources inside Israel. 

The truth of the matter is, of course, that the PLO has 
been rent by bitter feuds and diasensions ever since it came 
into being over a decade ago, a product of the endless inter- 
necine warfare among the Arab states. The organization has 
been held together, despite the strife and the discord, by an 
implacable hatred of Israel, and by the fervent expectation 
that the Jewish State would, one day, be wiped out. 

The Palestine National Covenant, that most genocidal docu- 
ment since Alfred Rosenberg, still binds all the PLO without 
exception. No group has ever defected from the PLO, and its 
Covenant, nor kas any group, no matter how depraved, ever 
been ousted or excommunicated. Dr. Habash's walkout from 
the executive organs of the PLO in 1974 did not affect his 
continued membership in the organization. His disagreement 
with Arafat was over tactics, not tenets. 

Was a “transitional programme” — for a Palestinian ‘“na- 
tional authority” in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip — 
compatible with the final solution? Arafat thought it was, 
while Dr. Habash believed that it was not. That was all that 
there was, and is, to their disagreement. And Dr. Wadie 
Haddad is simply the PFLP’s chief of operations. 

These elementary facts need to be restated because a great 
many countries around the world have, for whatever reason, 
chosen to take some of the PLO's fraudulent official sloganeer- 
ing as a true expression of the terrorists’ aims. What these 
aims really are has been proclaimed by none other than 
Arafat himself, at a public reconciliation feast with Dr. Habash 
three months ago. “We shall accomplish our task with spirit 
and blood," he then vowed, “until we have established our 
democratic state over the entire territory of Palestine.” 

Israelis may not be able to persuade the blind and the deaf 
that Arafat actually meant what he said. But at least they 
should do nothing to help the PLO chief take cover behind 
his executioners when the hour of reckoning arrives. 


Need for redress 


PUBLIC ISSUES are often exposed through the submission 
of a mere private grievance. Here is a case in point. 

A new immigrant bought a car three years ago, tax-free, 
for 125,000. He insured it for 070,000 — its present-day 
replacement cost. ᾿ 

The car was stolen last February. The insurance company 
is ready to refund the 170,000, provided it gets a statement 
from Customs and Excise thet the car is free of all fiscal 
liens. (This is in case the car is found, in which case it will 
belong to the insurance company.) 

Customs and Excise are ready to give the immigrant this 
statement — after he pays them duty, to the sum of IL50,000. 

Their assumption is that he may have disposed of the car, 
and therefore owes them customs. It is impossible to under- 
stand this legal rigidity. A newcomer in Israel could be in- 
duced to buy a car tax-free for 125,000, run it off a cliff, 
claim IL70,00C of insurance, and end up with a tidy profit. 

But this immigrant did no such thing. He acquired the 
vehicle in good faith, paid for it in foreign currency that he 
had brought with him from the U.S., insured it trustingly 
(which means paying a substantial yearly premium to make 
certain that he does not lose possession), and has now effec- 
tively lost possession. 

The issue of principle here concerns the status of the pri- 
vate citizen. Is he to be considered innocent unless proved 
guilty, or should he be deemed, as the Treasury seems to 
prefer, guilty — without a chance of proving himself inno- 
cent? 

The Treasury should take another look at the regulations. 
The law must be based on the assumption that people are 
reasonably honest, unless there is evidence to the contrary. 
The task of adducing such evidence rests with the public 
prosecutor, aided by the police. To start from the premise 
that everybody is a crook is the best way of making every-

Carried to its 
logical conclusion, this judgement 
would categorize as a spy almost 
any potential emigrant who does 
not suffer from amnesia.
